351.111 in 1957. 


An increase of $6,324 in operat- 


ing expenses accounted for the 
poorer showing in 1957.

Suburban Transit Co. in the 


•bustling"'area'adjacent to Wash- 
ington glowed with a fairly health 
look, reporting a net of $8.539 last 
year, or $5.428 over the previous 
12 months. Passenger revenue for 
the comparative period was up 
$27,673.81 to a total of $332,659.83. 


Antietam took over Potomac 


Edison Company's lines in mid 
1957 and reported net income, of 
$12,472.03 for.its last half year op- 
erations.'in its last full year of 
managing the-bus line, Potomac 
Edison chalked up a net income 
of $38.716.

Baltimore is a special case. Al-j 


though the company has been 
making money in recent years, it 
has done 10 by raising fares and 
thereby accelerating the aliena- 
tion of its passengers. 


At present BTC is seeking a hike 


in its basic fare from 20 to 25 
cents except from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. when it would remain at 20. 


And it has told the PSC it will 


probably have to come back plead- 
ing for another increase within a 
short time even if it is granted 
the five-cent increase. 


Last year the company had a 


net income of $996.936. more than 
double the $444,429 of 1D56 when 
it was bogged down for 39 days!
